A  Centennial  Observance  For  Ohio 


A      TALL   MONUMENT   stands    near   the   gateway   of 
Ohio  Uni\erslt)'  in  Athens.  Erected  in  1893,  it  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  louuht  in  the  war  for 
the  union. 

Ohio  L'nivcrsitv  students  and  faciilt\'  and  Athens  citi- 
zens now  take  a  renewed  interest  in  and  feel  the  significance 
of  the  monument  as  the  state  and  nation  obser\e  the  cen- 
tennial of  the  C'.i\il  ^\'ar.  The  inscri]jtions  says.  "Tlie  people 
of  Athens  C'ounty  erect  this  monument  in  memor\-  of  those 
who  \olunteered  as  soldiers  and  sailors  in  delense  ot  the 
Union  and  to  pcipetiiate  free  government." 

Ohio  University,  the  recijjient  of  the  first  land  endow- 
ment lor  higher  education  from  the  goxernment.  was  along 
with  .\thens,  a  strong  supporter  of  the  national  government. 
Although  the  L^ni\ersity  was  slow  starting  and  even  closed 
its  doors  for  three  years  (1845-48),  by  the  lime  of  the  C!i\  il 
War  there  were  120  students  enrolled. 

The  caliber  of  students  was  high,  and  a  fine  faculty 
helped  ]3ersuade  better  students  to  attend  the  "poor  boy's 
school."    Lack   of   funds   had   caused   the   L^ni\ersity  trouble.

For  .several  years  college  officials  had  tried  to  persuade  the 
legislature  to  re-examine  the  ta.\  structure  for  the  Univer- 
sity since  it  was,  under  the  original  charter,  to  receive  rents 
form  certain  lands  for  support. 

A  measure  had  come  before  the  legislature  during  the 
war,  but  other  factors  forced  it  to  the  background  until 
1875  when  it  was  finally  acted  upon.  An  Ohio  University 
graduate,  George  Washington  Boyce,  aided  the  bill's  passage. 
As  a  result,  $3,000  was  added  to  the  annual  revenues  of  the 
University.  Boyce  helped  pass  a  $20,000  repair  bill  in  1881 
and  one  for  $10,000  in  1883. 

Many  of  the  students  had  gone  to  the  war  and  when 
it  was  over,  thev-  retiuned  more  mature  and  felt  a  definite 
need  for  a  college  education.  Free  tuition  was  offered  to 
veterans. 

During  the  war,  William  H.  Young,  professor  of  Greek 
and  Latin  languages,  was  at  the  battlefront.  He  kept  the 
LIniversity  students  and  Athens  citizens  informed  of  soldier 
e\]3eriences  in  battle  hv  writing  frequent  lettei"s  to  the 
Alliens  Mtsscnger. 

Enrollment  was  affected  not  only  by  the  Clivil  War,  but 
by  a  smallpo.x  epidemic  in  1861.  One  hinidred  and  fifty- 
eight  students  were  in  classes  then,  while  in  1857-58,  there 
were  192  enrolled.  Man\'  of  the  faculty  were  Methodists, 
and  this  preference  drew  many  students  since  a  third  of 
Ohio's  popidation  was  of  that  denomination.  Sale  of  scho- 
larships and  free  tuition  also  helped  the  enrollment. 

President  of  the  L'niversity,  Solomon  Howard,  had 
helped  free  the  institution  of  debts,  and  for  once  there  was  a 
balance  of  money.  But  not  until  after  the  war  was  there  any 
real  financial  relief. 
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we   will   continue   to   fight    this   giant    evil" 


Politics  and  slaveiy  were  the  topics  of  conversation  in 
the  area  and  were  the  subjects  of  articles  in  the  Athens  Mes- 
senger and  the  Hocking  Valley  Gazette.  Both  papers  dis- 
approved of  the  1850  Fugitive  Slave  Act  since  Athens 
County  was  one  of  the  main  routes  of  the  "Underground 
Railroad"  before  and  during  the  war. 

An  article  on  the  Kansas-Nebraska  Bill  appeared  in 
the  Messenger  in  1854,  "We  have  no  right  to  pass  laws  to 
prevent  the  master  from  retaking  an  escaping  slave,  we 
may  and  God  giving  us  strength,  we  will  continue  to  fight 
against  the  extension  of  this  giant  evil,  this  nation's  curse, 
into  territories  now  free." 


few  students  liad  come  from  the  slave  states.  During  the 
1850's,  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  student  body  came  from 
the  South.  The  war's  single  threat  to  Athens  came  in  late, 
July,  1863.  when  John  Morgan,  with  about  1000  Confed- 
erate soldiers,  seeking  escape  into  Kentucky,  swept  through 
Nelsonville,  just  15  miles  away."  Clamp  Wool  in  Athens  had 
several  thousand  men  on  hand  for  protection  of  the  town 
and  University. 

University  officials  tried  to  get  the  State  to  establish 
a  military  department  at  the  University  to  train  students, 
but  this  proposal  didn't  meet  with  approval. 

About  the  time  of  the  gubernatorial  election,  there  was 


Many  students  and  local  citizens  became  Republicans 
and  supported  Fremont  and  Lincoln  as  a  result  of  the  pro- 
slavery  views  of  the  Democratic  party. 

On  April  20,  1862,  a  mass  meeting  on  campus  collected 
$2000  for  the  volunteer  soldiers,  according  to  The  History  of 
Ohio  University.  "The  University  did  not  suffer  material!) 
from  the  Civil  War.  No  battles  were  fought  in  the  Athens 
area,  nor  were  there  numerous  divided  loyalties  as  in  so 
many  other  American  educational  institutions  .  .  .  Relatively 


some  "copperhead"  sentiment  on  campus.  During  a  speech 
by  Judge  Allen  G.  Thurman,  former  congressman  and 
judge  of  the  Ohio  Supreme  Court,  one  student  took  down 
a  flag  which  a  patriotic  women's  group  had  made.  Some 
bad  publicity  for  the  University  student  body  resulted  from 
the  matter.  Thurman  was  a  peace  advocate  who  supported 
the  Democratic  candidate,  C.  L.  'Vallandingham. 

Ohio  University  had  a  special  interest  in  this  election 
since  the   Union  Republican  candidate,  John  Brough,  had

been  a  former  student.  He  had  paid  hi.s  way  in  college  by 
setting  type  with  the  Athens  A4irror  and  Literary  Register 
and  had  lived  with  the  editor,  A.  G.  Brown.  An  interested 
and  capable  student,  Brough  once  kicked  a  soccer- type  foot- 
ball over  Center  Building  (Cutler  Hall),  the  first  university 
building  northwest  of  the  Ohio.  Brough  had  also  served  on 
a  re-evaluation  committee  for  the  University  to  the  legis- 
lature. He  was  elected  governor  and  served  from  1863  un- 
til his  death  in  1865. 

Influential  also  during  the  election,  which  was  a  de- 
ciding factor  between  the  Union  and  secession,  was  a  cam- 
paign led  by  a  group  of  Democrats.  One  of  these  men  was 
"Sunset"  S.  Cox,  a  former  Ohio  Uni\ersity  student  who  was 
a  recognized  author,  artist,  editor  of  the  Ohio  Statesman, 
and  Democratic  Representative  in  Congress. 

The  Democratic  candidate,  Vallandingham,  was  an 
exiled  traitor  who  caused  Lincoln  quite  a  bit  of  concern. 
All  counties  around  Athens,  cxce|jt  Hocking,  supported 
Brough  who  was  elected  by  the  greatest  majority  in  Ohio's 
iiistory— 228.826  to  187,728. 

During  the  war,  enrollment  drop|:)ed,  hitting  a  low  of 
11  college  students  in  1862-6.'i,  but  the  number  in  the  pre- 
paratory school  associated  with  the  Uni\crsity  remained  the 
same.  Reports  show  that  income  lost  due  to  the  number  of 
students  was  offset  by  Professor  Young's  not  being  replaced. 
He  returned  to  the  University  in  1865. 

Enrollment  for  1865-66  was  243,  which  included  70 
\eterans.  In  1866-67,  college  figures  reached  176,  but  drop- 
ped to  110  in  1871-72.  In  comparison  with  other  Ohio  col- 
leges, Ohio  Wesleyan  had  500  in  1867,  Oberlin  had  1,310 
in  1866,  Marietta,  Mt.  Union,  and  St.  Xavier  also  grew, 
while  Kenyon,  Denison,  Western  Reserve,  Miami,  Baldwin, 
and  Antioch  colleges  had  a  decrease  in  numbers.  (Figures 
from  The  History  of  Ohio  University) . 


After  the  war,  in  1865,  a  big  barbeque  was  given  on 
Ohio  University's  campus  for  the  veterans.  Fifteen  thousand 
attended.  Twenty-eight  years  later  the  monument  was  estab- 
lished to  their  honor:  "The  people  will  ever  remember  how 
much  of  our  national  prosperity  is  due  to  the  patriotism  and 
\alor  of  the  men  ^vho  died  in  the  service  of  their  country." 
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Distinguished  businessmen  will  serve  the  University 
through  a  visiting  committee  in  business  administration.

A  MAN  WHO  HAS  probably  published  more  atlases 
than  any  other  living  person  is  retiring  from  the  Ohio 
University  faculty  this  month.

East  Union  St.  From  then  until  1958  she  was  a  supervising 
teacher  for  the  first,  second  and  fourth  grades.  In  1958  she 
assumed  her  present  responsibilities  as  supervisor  of  student 
teaching. 

Miss  Olson  received  the  title  of  assistant  professor  of 
education  in  19+4  after  serving  as  a  critic  teacher  for  19 
vears.

This  trophy  was  won  by  Western  Michigan.  Bowling 
Green  won  it  the  first  year  it  was  awarded,  in  1959,  and 
Ohio  in  1960  and  1961. 

Western  had  26J/2  points  through  the  first  five  sports 
and  totaled  26  more  points  in  three  titles  and  a  third  place 
finish  in  the  spring  sports.  Bowling  Green  was  second  with 
40  points  and  Ohio  third  with  39'/2-  Miami,  Kent,  Toledo 
and  Marshall  finished  in  that  order. 


Golfers   Finish  Second 

Coach  Kerniit  Blosser's  golf  team  missed  by  two  strokes 
of  gaining  Ohio  University's  sixth  straight  Mid-American 
Conference  title  in  that  sport.  The  Marshall  squad  edged 
out  the  Bobacts  over  the  36-hoIe  Meadow\iew  Golf  Course 
at  Kent,  Ohio,  685  strokes  to  687  to  win  their  first  confer- 
ence golf  title.  Ohio  has  won  the  title  in  10  of  the  last  12 
years.

Western  Michigan  was  third  with  704  strokes.  Bowling 
Green  had   705,   Miami  713,  Kent  744  and  Toledo  746. 

For  the  season,  Ohio  had  a  15-6  record.  Top  golfer  on 
basis  of  average  strokes  per  18-hole  roimd  was  Harding.

The  18-8  record  compiled  by  Coach  Bob  Wren's  base- 
ball Bobcats  was  only  the  10th  best  record  in  his  14  years 
as  head  coach.  For  the  second  straight  year  Ohio  finished 
third,  behind  Western  Michigan  and  Kent  State,  in  the 
conference  standings  with  a  7-5  record. 

Two  Bobcats  were  honored  with  positions  on  the  NCAA 
District  Four  first  teams,  encompassing  the  states  of  Ohio, 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Iowa. 
These  were  Larry  Thomas  and  Bob  Wandersleben. 

Thomas,  senior  and  captain  from  Grove  City,  Ohio, 
was  named  to  the  center-field  position  for  the  second  time 
in  his  three-year  career.  He  earned  the  honor  also  as  a 
sophomore.  Wandersleben.  junior  first  baseman  from  Euclid, 
Ohio,  is  gaining  the  distinction  for  the  first  time.  It  quali- 
fies both   boys   for  All   American   consideration. 

Ohio  has  had  five  players  named  to  the  all  district  first 
team  since  1958.  The  others  were  Lamar  Jacobs  and  Joe 
Nossek.  Both  of  these  made  the  AU-American  team,  too. 

Thomas  was  elected  the  most  valuable  ]Dlayer  as  he 
finished  with  a  batting  average  of  .407  and  a  three-year 
career  mark  of  .380.  Jim  McKee  was  named  to  succeed 
Thomas  as  captain  while  Wandersleben  won  the  Bob  Adams 
Memorial  Trophy  for  his  school  record  breaking  42  nms 
batted  in. 

The  track  squad  of  Coach  Stan  Huntsman  liad  a  2-j 
dual  meet  mark  and  finished  third  in  the  Mid-American 
Conference  Meet. 


Mitchell   Breaks   Record 

Named  most  valuable  performer  of  the  year  was  sopho- 
more Darnell  Mitchell  who  became  conference  champion  in 
the  half-mile  and  mile  run.  The  fonner  Cleveland  John 
Adams  runner  broke  the  conference  record  in  the  mile  with 
his  time  of  4:12.3  and  won  the  half-mile  with  a  time  of 
1:54.2.  He  later  eclipsed  this  half-mile  mark  in  the  Ohio 
College  Meet  at  Berea  by  five  seconds. 

Ray  Fleming,  the  school's  two-mile  record  holder  from 
Akron  was  named  captain  of  next  year's  team. 

Only  other  record  broken  by  an  Ohio  tracksman  during 
the  year  was  the  school  pole  vault  mark  held  since  1952  by 
Bob  Reed.  Mike  Bradford,  a  Mansfield  sophomore  zoomed 
13  feet,  8  inches  over  the  bar  to  beat  the  old  record  by 
l-Yn  inches. 

Scoring  in  the  conference  meet  was  Western  Michigan 
85/2  points,  Miami  78/q,  Ohio  54/2,  Kent  18,  Bowling 
Green  8/2,  Toledo  8  and  Marshall  2. 

Coach  Jim  Mason's  tennis  squad,  after  one  of  the  best 
dual  meet  records  (6-7)  in  several  seasons,  finished  in  a 
disappointing  sixth  jalace  tie  with  Marshall  in  the  conference 
meet.  Western  won  with  nine  points,  Kent  had  8,  Toledo  7. 
Miami  6,  Bowling  Green  5,  and  Ohio  and  Marshall  3  each. 

Only  point-getters  for  the  Bobcats  were  Bob  Bird  of 
Barberton  who  won  two  singles  matches  before  being  beaten 
in  his  finals  match.  Rudy  Roberts  of  Liberia,  a  sophomore, 
won  his  first  singles  match.  Roberts  had  the  best  record  dur- 
ing the  dual  meet  season  \vith  10  wins  and  five  losses  in 
singles  matches.

Prompted  by  growing  enrollment,  Ohio  University's 

Board   of  Trustees  approve  three  academic 

changes  at  its  Commencement  Weekend   meeting 


A  DHERING  TO  THE  DEMANDS  fostered  by  a  rapid- 
ly growing  enrollment,  Ohio  University's  Board  of 
Trustees  in  a  Commencement  Weekend  meeting  made  two 
senior  administrative  changes,  approved  plans  for  complete 
reno\ation  of  Ellis  Hall,  and  officially  adopted  new  names 
for  two  colleges. 

The  Board  announced,  through  President  Vernon  R. 
Alden,  that  Paul  R.  O'Brien  and  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Smith 
are  promoted  to  vice  presidencies.  O'Brien,  treasurer  of 
the  university  since  1948,  becomes  vice  president  for  business 
affairs.  Dr.  Smith,  a  member  of  the  physics  faculty  since 
1952  and  assistant  to  the  president  for  the  past  year,  be- 
comes vice  president  for  academic  affairs. 

"In  the  years  ahead,  we  shall  be  growing  rapidly  and 
extending  our  outreach  into  many  new  areas  here  and 
abroad,"  President  Alden  said.  He  added  that  "we  shall  be 
discussing  the  need  to  create  even  more  senior  administrative

positions. 

Ellis  Hall,  one  of  Ohio  University's  oldest  and  largest 
classroom  buildings,  will  be  closed  during  the  coming  school 
year  for  complete  renovation.  President  Alden  announced 
that  the  renovation  of  the  56-year  building  is  needed  for 
reasons  of  safety. 

Most  of  the  $800,000  renovation  will  take  place  on  the 
inside,  where  old  wooden  floors  will  be  replaced  by  concrete, 
asphalt-tile-covered  floors,  and  accoustical  ceilings  will  be 
constructed.  New  lighting,  plumbing  and  heating  facilities 
will  also  be  added  throughout  the  building. 

By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board,  the  university's 
College  of  Commerce  has  been  re-named  the  College  of 
Business  Administration,  and  the  College  of  Applied  Science 
is  now  the  College  of  Engineering  and  Technolog)'.  No 
structural  changes  were  made  in  either  college,  but  the 
Board  explained  that  the  new  names  more  adequately  de- 
scribe the  two  areas  of  study. 

In  other  action  taken  by  the  Board,  Joseph  B.  Hall, 
Cincinnati,  president  of  the  Kroger  Company,  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Tiiistees,  succeeding  Fred  H. 
Johnson,  Columbus,  president  of  Rankin,  Johnson  &  Co.  C. 
Don  McVay,  Athens,  was  elected  vice-president  of  the 
Board. 

Ohio  University's  198th  Commencement  saw  Dr. 
Bamaby  Conrad  Keeney,  president  of  Brown  University, 
address  the  896  graduates  in  ceremonies  held  on  the  Green. 

President  Keeney,  who  recei\ed  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  during  the  ceremony,  was  in- 
troduced by  President  Alden,  an  alumnus  of  Brown.  Fred 
H.  Johnson  convened  and  adjourned  the  Commencement, 
and  Baccalaureate  Speaker,  the  Re\-.  Karl  F.  Schofer,  gave 
the  invocation  and  benediction.  Roy  Douglas  Dunkle,  New 
Lexington,  O.,  president  of  the  senior  class,  gave  the  senior 
farewell  address. 

The  896  degrees  awarded  included  802  in  the  degree 
colleges,  78  in  graduate  college,  and  15  associate  in  arts.  Of 
the  graduates,  26  received  Army  commissions  and  14  .^ir 
Force  commissions.

JAMES  Deforest  MURCH,  D.D.,  Litt.D..  is  a  christian  leader 
whose  achievements  are  well  known  in  America  and  abroad.

He 
has  held  pastorates  in  Cincinnati  and  other  Ohio  churches,  and  has 
preached  and  lectured  in  every  state  in  the  U.S.A.,  in  Canada,  the 
British  Isles  and  Latin  America.

TPvR.  JOHN  E.  EDWARDS,  professor  of  physics  at  Ohio 
"^^^  Uni\ersity,  was  named  recipient  of  the  Edwin  L.  and 
Ruth  E.  Kennedy  Distinguished  Professor  Award  at  the 
June  10  Commencement  exercises.  The  award  is  financed 
through  the  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  and  was  estab- 
lished by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kennedy,  New  Vernon,  N.  J.,  both 
Ohio  University  alumni,  in  November  of  1960. 

Through  the  award  Dr.  Edwards  will  receive  $1500 
and  six  months'  leave  of  absence.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Ohio  University  faculty  since  1932,  having  served  three 
years  before  as  an  undergraduate  and  graduate  assistant 
in  physics  at  Ohio  University  and  his  PhD  from  Ohio 
State  University. 

Recipients  of  the  award  are  chosen  carefully  on  the 
basis  of  outstanding  literary,  historical  or  scientific  achieve- 
ment, or  other  worthy  accomplishments  attaining  wide 
recognition,  with  emphasis  on  e.xcellence  of  classroom  teach- 
ing. 

Reading  the  salutation.  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Smith,  assistant 
to  the  president,  cited  Dr.  Edwards  as  "a  professor  who  is 
known  for  his  quiet  yet  productive  perseverance  as  a  re- 
search physicist,  for  his  sensitivity  as  a  teaclier  and  coim- 
selor,  and  for  his  unique  qualities  as  a  meticulous  scholar.' 

The  certificate  presented  to  Dr.  Edwards  lauds  him  as 
one  "'whose  widely  acclaimed  achievements  have  brought 
distinction  and  honor    to  him  and  to  Ohio  Uni\ersity." 

The  distinguished  professor  has  ad\anccd  through  the 
ranks,  receiving  his  full  professorship  in  1951.  He  has  pub- 
lished 24  research  articles  and  abstracts  dealing  with  ex- 
perimental research  he  has  perfonned  in  the  fields  of  x-rays 
and  nuclear  physics.  From  1948  to  1951  Dr.  Edwards  served 
as  a  consultant  for  the  Isotopes  Division  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  in  Oak  Ridge,  Tenn.,  and  for  one  year 
in  1958  he  was  a  consultant  on  an  x-ray  research  problem 
at  Wright- Patterson  Air  Force  Base.  He  also  has  been  a 
consultant  on  course  work  in  basic  physics  for  the  Armed 
Forces  Schools.

Alumnus  Directs  Efforts 
To  Find  Hepatitis  Vaccine 


^JEPAl'ITLS,  popularly  labeled  "yellow  jaundice",  is  the  object  of  research 
by  a  1941  Ohio  University  alumnus  and  two  co-workers  from  the  Parke- 
Davis  Laboratories  in  Detroit,  Mich. 

Joseph  D.  Boggs,  pre.sently  director  of  laboratories  at  the  Children's 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Chicago,  111.,  is  searching  for  a  protective  vaccine 
against  this  disease  that  thrives  on  the  human  liver  producing  acute  infla- 
mation. 

His  tv/o  co-workers  discovered  a  method  for  growing  the  hepatitis  virus. 
Dr.  Bog,gs  came  into  the  picture  when  they  wished  to  test  it  to  discover  if 
it  was  the  same  virus  that  caused  the  disease. 

Testing  was  done  at  the  Joliet  branch  of  the  Illinois  State  Penitentiary. 
Dr.  Boggs  injected  the  cultured  virus  into  the  arms  of  two  dozen  young  volun- 
teers. The  prisoners  came  down  with  all  the  symptoms  of  hepatitis  and  after 
four  weeks  of  illness  recovered.  The  Parke-Davis  men  had  found  a  way  to 
grow  quantities  of  hepatitis  vims  successfully  and  it  definitely  ]5roduced  viral 
hepatitis. 

The  next  step  was  to  determine  if  diluted  doses  of  this  \irus  would 
stimulate  the  formation  of  antibodies  against  the  disease  without  producing 
any  illness.  To  date  experiments  with  the  volunteers  show  that  this  can  be 
done.  But  the  results  are  not  so  completely  convincing  that  the  three  men 
have  felt  they  have  reached  their  goal.  They  are  still  testing  and  someday, 
possibly  soon,  they  will  join  the  ranks  of  Salk,  Sabin  and  Walter  Reed. 

Until  then  hepatitis  continues  to  take  its  toll  on  the  human  liver.  Last 
year  about  50,000  Americans  were  hit  with  the  disease,  an  all-time  high 
recorded  in  the  United  States.  Although  it  is  fatal  to  only  two  per  thousand, 
it  can  incapacitate  its  victims  for  months  and  sometime  inflicts  permanent 
damage.  It  has  been  known  to  reach  epidemic  proportions  every  seven  years. 

The  collaboration  between  Dr.  Boggs  and  the  t\vo  Parke-Davis  men 
began  in  1956.  At  this  time  the  Ohio  .'Mumnus  provided  the  two  with  40 
pints  of  blood  from  prisoners  of  the  Joliet  prison  for  use  in  propagation 
of  the  virus.  Testing  of  this  cultured  virus  began  in   1959. 

Dr.  Boggs  has  been  a  member  of  the  staff  at  the  Children's  Memorial 
Hospital  since  1951.  Prior  to  that  he  was  an  a.ssociate  professor  of  pathology 
at  Northwestern  University's  Medical  School,  an  instructor  in  pathology 
at  the  Harvard  Medical  School  and  an  associate  pathologist  at  the  Peter 
Bent  Brigham  Hospital  in  Boston,  Mass. 

The  Ohio  alumnus  received  his  medical  degree  from  Jefferson  Medical 
College  in  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  in  1945  and  completed  his  internship  and 
residency  there  in  1946.

A  1960  OHIO  UNIVERSITY  graduate  who  went  to  New  York  CUtv 
last  September  to  further  her  education  and  interest  in  music  has 
suddenly  foimd  herself  in  the  enviable  position  of  rubbing  elbows  with  the 
top  composers  in  the  business. 

The  fortunate  alumna  is  Carol  Retter,  who,  during  her  short  career, 
has  worked  on  the  film  sound  tracks  of  "Miracle  Worker,"'  '"Speak  To  Me, 
Child."  "Requiem  For  a  Hea\yvveight,"  and  the  Jackie  Kennedy  television 
show  when  she  toured  the  White  House.  Lined  up  for  the  future  is  an  opera 
by  Gian-Carlo  Menotti,  the  Leonard  Berstein-Lillian  Hellman  musical,  "Can- 
dide,''  six  Columbia  sound  tracks,  the  film  "Take  Me  To  The  Fair."  and  as 
she  puts  it,  "a  few  other  things  thrown  in  here-and-there." 

Carol  is  a  music  copyist,  which  is  to  say  she  copies  manucripts  of  com- 
positions written  by  someone  else.  Any  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  creator 
has  to  be  picked-up  by  the  copyist  as  he  inks  in  the  final  score. 

Carol  says  she  became  interested  in  copy  work  while  a  student  at  Ohio 
when  a  majority  of  her  classes  entailed  copying  her  own  com]3ositions 
and  arrangements  so  her  professors  could  read  them. 

According  to  the  Ohio  University  graduate  one  of  the  strange  things 
about  the  music  copying  business  is  that  the  copyist  is  very  rarely  given  any 
credits  for  the  work.  "Our  reputation  is  built  up  privately,  not  publicly,  by 
those  we  directly  deal  with." 

As  to  the  future,  Carol  is  anxious  to  begin  work  on  the  Menotti  opera. 
She  considers  opera  copying  the  most  exciting  but  the  most  tedious  form 
of  copying,  involving  many  hours  of  work  that  has  no  room  for  flaws.  The 
opera  is  scheduled  to  premier  in  New  York  City  shortly  after  the  first  of  the 
year.

'"pWO  WELL-KNOWN  figures  in 
■*•  the  long  history  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity athletics,  I^ussell  W.  "Russ"  Fin- 
sterwald, '19,  and  Art  "Pappy"  Lewis, 
'36,  passed  away  June   13. 

Finsterwald,  a  prominent  Athens  at- 
torney, died  of  an  apparent  heart  at- 
tack while  pla)ing  bridge  with  a  group 
of  associates  at  Berry  Hall,  an  Ohio 
L'niversity  dormitory.  He  was  65  years 
old. 

He  received  his  AB  degree  in  1919 
and  his  law  degree  from  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity the  same  year.  At  Ohio,  after 
participating  in  three  major  sports, 
he  was  head  coach  of  the  varsity  foot- 
ball team  in  1920-21-22,  in  basketball, 
1920-21  and  1921-22,  and  in  baseball, 
1921-22.  Later  he  became  a  Western 
Conference  football  official,  officiating 
at  Big  Ten  games  from  1929  until  his 
retirement  in   1951. 

Finsterwald  was  honored  by  the 
Ohio  L'niversity  Alumni  Association  in 
June,  1960,  with  a  Certificate  of  Mer- 
it at  an  Alumni  Day  reunion  lunch- 
eon. He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Elks,  Beta 
Theta  Pi  social  fraternity,  Phi  Delta 
Phi  legal  fraternity  and  Tau  Theta 
Upsilon  at  Syracuse,  Athens  Country 
C'lub,  Varsity  O,  and  the  Green  and 
White  Club.

Finsterwald;  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Jane

Lewis,  a  member  of  the  undefeated 
1935  football  team,  died  in  a  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  hospital  of  a  heart  ailment. 

At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  personnel  director 
and  scout  for  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers 
of  the  National  Football  League. 

A  native  of  Middleport,  O.,  Lewis 
played  tackle  on  the  Don  Peden  coach- 
ed undefeated  team  of  1935.  He  gained 
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recognition  when  he  was  named  to  the 
Little  All-America. 

Following  graduation,  he  played  pro- 
fessional football  with  the  New  York 
Giants  and  Cleveland  Rams  and  in 
1938,  at  27,  was  named  coach  of  the 
Rams.  After  a  two-year  stint  with  the 
Navy  during  World  War  H,  he  coach- 
ed at  Washington  &  Lee  and  the  Uni- 
\ersity  of  Mississippi  before  becoming 
head  coach  at  West  Virginia  Univer- 


sity in   1950. 

His  WVU  teams  compiled  an  over- 
all record  of  58-38-2  and  his  1953 
team  played  in  the  Sugar  Bowl.  That 
same  year  he  was  accorded  the  honor 
Southern  Conference  Coach  of  the 
Year. 

He  is  sun.-ived  by  his  wife,  Mary 
Alice  Kunst  Lewis,  and  two  sons,  Ar- 
thur Camden  and  John  Kunst  Lewis.
